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Disabled drivers caught 
by new parking charges

A DISABLED driver is furious after 
receiving a fine in a Newmarket car 
park, despite displaying her Blue 
Badge - because she didn’t know 
charges had been introduced. 

Cynthia Howell, 86, of Dalham, 
parked her car in the Rous Road car 
park on April 28. 

She left the car for what she be¬ 
lieves was just over an hour - but 
didn’t buy a ticket as she didn’t re¬ 
alise that charges had been brought 
in for disabled drivers. 

Ms Howell and her son, Mark, 
said more should have been done 
to make people aware of the new 
charges, which were brought in last 
month. 

Ms Howell said: “I didn’t know 
anything about the charges for dis¬ 
abled drivers. 

“It’s wrong. If you are disabled, 
you have got plenty of other things 
to cope with. This is just another 
thing for those people to think 
about.” 

Another disabled driver, who 
did not want to be named, told the 
News that she had also been caught 
out by the new charges after park¬ 
ing on All Saints Road on the same 
day. She too had displayed her Blue 


Badge. The penalty is is £70, which 
is reduced to £30 if paid within 14 
days. 

Ms Howell’s son Mark said he be¬ 
lieved Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil should have written to disabled 
drivers in the area to make them 
aware of the charges, rather than 
relying on them to check the coun¬ 
cil website. 

He said: “The council could write 
to drivers or they could waive the 
first penalty. 

“Some people will hear about the 


charges but there are always going 
to be others who don’t. 

“The council recognises that, be¬ 
cause they waived penalties for the 
first 14 days, but that doesn’t help 
the people who didn’t visit in that 
time. 

“Just because my mother went a 
few days later, she has to pay a fine. 

“I am opposed to charging disa¬ 
bled people to park anyway - they 
should not be doing it in the first 
place.” 

Mr Howell has contacted West

Suffolk MP Matthew Hancock 
about his mother’s fine. 

David Hudson, town and county 
councillor, said he thought more 
should have been done to make 
drivers aware of the new charges. 

He told the News : “We should be 
looking after our vulnerable peo¬ 
ple. It’s not nice being disabled and 
there should be concession park¬ 
ing. I do not agree with disabled 
drivers being fined. 

“It’s difficult enough as it is with¬ 
out imposing all these other things 
on top. There should have been 
more publicity - I was not aware 
this had started either.” 

However, Cllr David Bowman 
from Forest Heath District Council 
said that it would have been impos¬ 
sible to inform all drivers and that 
it was up to motorists to check for 


charges. 

Cllr Bowman, cabinet member 
for operations said: “The emotive 
subject of car parking changes in¬ 
cluding charges for Blue Badge 
holders has received extensive 
press coverage already, including in 
the Newmarket News. 

“While it is argued that we could 
have written to all disabled driv¬ 
ers in Forest Heath where should 
the buck stop - part of the town is 
in East Cambs, while visitors come 
into the town from outside of the 
district. 

“Blue Badge holders will be aware 
that many disabled bays have been 
relocated next to pay machines and 
new signs stating the charges have 
been placed in all the car parks.” 

He added: “We implemented an 
interim period of over two weeks 
where we issued warning notices to 
Blue Badge Holders not displaying 
a ticket - but whatever period we 
set, it would not account for those 
who visit the town less frequently. 

“Therefore responsibility has to 
rest with the driver to check the 
signs.”

Closure threat 
for playgroup 


A PLAYGROUP could be 
forced to closed if volunteers 
cannot be found to help run 
the group. 

Scallywags playgroup, 
which operates at the Cath¬ 
olic Church in Newmarket 
every Wednesday in term 
time between 9.30 and 11.30, 
is thought to have been run¬ 
ning for up to 50 years. 

However, Zoe Mercer, who 
took over running the group 
about two years ago, says it 
is under threat if she cannot 
find anyone who could vol¬ 
unteer to help her. 

She said: “At the moment I 
set the group up myself and 
there is a lot to do. I have 
asked for volunteers before 
but can’t find anyone who 
will help me. 

“I don’t want the group 
to end and if people came

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forward and gave their time 
then I would be happy to 
continue.” 

Around 30 children and 
22 adults come along to the 
group on a weekly basis, 
with the ages starting from 
newborn babies up to tod¬ 
dlers. 

Each parent pays just £1.50 
a session for their child to 
enjoy arts and crafts sessions 
or using the ride-on toys. 

“We are so popular be¬ 
cause it’s a way for parents 
to get out of the house and 
meet others and talk,” Zoe 
said. “It is a community 
meeting area.” 

Scallywags are also look¬ 


ing for some funding to help 
meet their £25 per week rent 
and any insurance costs. 

At the moment, Zoe has to 
cover all of this and the cost 
of any biscuits and arts and 
crafts equipment from the 
£1.50 fees. 

But Zoe is desperately 
seeking volunteers to keep 
the group going as a matter 
of urgency. 

She said: “It would be such 
a shame to see the group 
close after so many years. 

“All it would need is two to 
three people to come along 
between about 9am to 12pm 
to help out and Scallywags 
would be ok.”

A MAN has been reunited 
with his dog more than a 
month after it was stolen 
by thieves from his home in 
Fordham. 

David Chrzanowski’s Jack 
Russell, Rusty, and saluki, 
Fly, were stolen from his 
home in Mildenhall Road in 
March. 

The 64-year-old was dev¬ 
astated after the theft - but 
was reunited with ten-year- 
old Rusty on Friday after 
a militant Facebook cam¬ 
paign. 

David said: “It was bril¬ 
liant. Rusty walked towards 
me. I picked him up and 
hugged him like a baby. 

“I cried of course because 
I have missed him so much. 
He has come back at a good 
time. 

“I was so happy it was un¬ 
believable.” 

Rusty was finally found 
in Braintree in Essex after 
a woman who had seen the 
Facebook campaign spotted 
him. 

She kept hold of him and 
he ended up at the RSPCA, 
where a video of Rusty was 
sent to David’s son, Jamie. 

Meanwhile, David was in

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hospital having surgery on 
his back - but when he woke 
up he heard the good news 
and Rusty returned home 
with him on Friday. 

“Nothing has changed at 
all,” David said. “I am so glad 
to get him back. 

“When I first saw him, I 
said to him, “where have you 
been?” and he looked up at 
me as if to say, “I don’t know 
dad!”. 

“I think he found it a bit 
strange to be home at first 
because he has been away 
from his home for so long 
but now he’s back to normal. 

“When I go to bed, he’s al¬ 
ready in there waiting now. 
It’s brilliant.” 

David said the support he 
had felt from the community 
in looking for his beloved 
pets had been “unbeliev¬ 
able”. 

He said: “The number of 
people who have been look¬ 
ing for them and have got in 
touch with us is amazing. 

“There are so many dogs 
being stolen and they are 


part of the family. It’s an epi¬ 
demic. 

“The people stealing dogs 
do not have a heart. But the 
people who have been help¬ 
ing me to find Rusty and Fly 
have been unbelievable.” 

Now David, who also has 
a lurcher, called Jim, which 
wasn’t taken by thieves, is 
appealing to anyone who 
may have his saluki, Fly, who 
was stolen at the same time 
as Rusty. 

“If you know where Fly is, 
please get in touch on the 
Facebook page,” David said. 

“I need to get my three 
boys back together. It would 
be a miracle to have both 
dogs back home with me.” 

Fly is grey blue, has a white 
bib, white shoes and a tail 
like an afghan hound. 

The thieves also took three 
chickens and power tools.

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wins town seat

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ANDY Drummond has won 
a seat on Newmarket town 
council. He will represent St 
Mary’s ward. 

The Conservative council¬ 
lor secured 285 votes in the 
close-fought election last 
Thursday, which saw Inde¬ 
pendent candidate William 
Owens take 263 votes and 
Kevin Yarrow for Labour take 
208 votes. 

Andy Drummond already 
represents Newmarket on 
Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil where he is cabinet mem¬ 
ber for leisure and health. 

In the run-up to the elec¬ 
tion, he told the News that 
he looked forward to getting 
involved in the town council. 

He said: "Being the portfo¬ 
lio holder for leisure and cul¬ 
ture on Forest Heath, there 
are a number of initiatives I 
am involved in in Newmar¬ 
ket, with the major project 
being the Home of Horserac¬ 
ing Museum. I am the chair¬ 
man of the project executive 
committee. 

“I am also involved in the 


Newmarket commemora¬ 
tion committee which is put¬ 
ting the statue of the Queen 
on Birdcage Walk.” 

Another by-election will 
be held for Newmarket town 
council on June 2 for a va¬ 
cancy in the Severals ward. 

Justin Wadham for the 
Conservatives will stand in 
that by-election alongside 
Ben Walker for Labour. 

Meanwhile, an election 
for a new Police and Crime 
Commissioner in Suffolk has 
seen Tim Passmore come 
out on top for a second time. 

Mr Passmore, a Conserva¬ 
tive candidate, took 57,J67 
in the first preference box, 
going head to head with 
Cath Pickles from Labour 


who polled 32,268 votes. 

This meant second prefer¬ 
ence votes were considered, 
where Mr Passmore won 
10,926 votes and Ms Pickles 
won 9,363. 

Overall, Mr Passmore re¬ 
ceived 68,093 votes com¬ 
pared to 41,631 votes and 
has been re-elected. 

UK Independence Party 
candidate received 22,094 
votes, Lib Dem Helen Kor- 
fanty received 11,726 votes, 
and Green candidate Ter¬ 
ence Carter received 7,501 
votes. 

The turnout for the elec¬ 
tion across Suffolk was 24.47 
per cent, with 19.20 per cent 
of Forest Heath residents 
casting a vote.

Red lips, big curls... and a 
passion for drawing horses 



Her colourful brushstrokes encapsulating the energy 
of a galloping horse are instantly recognisable - as are 
her tumbling red curls, bright make-up and striking 
clothing. Newmarket’s much-loved equine artist 
Jacquie Jones chatted to reporter Natalie Robinson 
about her love for painting.... 


HER work adorns walls 
around the world - and you 
can’t miss her if you walk 
past her in the streets of 
Newmarket. 

Equine artist Jacquie 
Jones, well known for her ec¬ 
lectic fashion sense, has lift¬ 
ed the lid on how she started 
painting. 

Jacquie grew up in 
Clapham, south-west Lon¬ 
don where she developed a 
passion for horses. 

From there, she moved to 
Newmarket with the “seeds 
sowed” in her mind of what 
she wanted to do... and got 
into racing. 

She worked in a number of 
yards around the town, be¬ 
fore joining Sir Henry Cecil. 

She had a stint as an ama¬ 
teur jockey, racing “two or 
three times” but didn’t have 
any wins. 

It was a tragic accident be¬ 
tween a horse and a car on 
Warren Hill which caused 
her to “follow her destiny” 
and make the move towards 
making art her career. 

The horse, a Classic win¬ 
ner called Age Quod Agis, 
left his rider on the Heath 
and collided with a soft top 
sports car, killing the driver. 

“I arrived on the scene 
shortly after the accident,” 
Jacquie said. “The horse was 
still lying in the road covered 
in blood and the car was in 
the ditch. Seeing the horse 
was a big shock.” 

Age Quod Agis was sent to 
stud in America - and Jac¬ 
quie gave up riding to take 
up painting. 

Soon her vibrant paintings 


began to gain popularity, 
and now adorn the walls of 
Sheikh Mohammed’s resi¬ 
dence, who owns 25 of them. 

Sir Henry Cecil, she said, 
was one of her biggest sup¬ 
porters and “most loyal pa¬ 
tron”. 

Jacquie said: “Henry was 
a man with such taste and 
style. He was a collector of 
great art so to have him ap¬ 
preciate what I do meant a 
lot.” 

Jacquie has seen her pop¬ 
ularity grow and grow since 
she started working as a pro¬ 
fessional artist in 1983. 

Most of her art comes di¬ 
rectly from her imagination. 

“It is a very emotional 
thing,” she said. “I am trying 
to transfer the energy and 
emotion through colour. I 
like to paint something with 
a story. My paintings always 
have a meaning and people 
can read something into it. 

“You have to give your 
painting a life that will live 
on with people that look at 
it - art is not just wallpaper.” 

Jacquie’s talents extend be¬ 
yond equine paintings - she 
also enjoys painting dancers 
and even boxers fighting. 

She said: “I love paint¬ 
ing women with big hats or 
Ascot ladies. I use the same 
methods to paint the horses 
as I do to paint the women. 

“It’s about the movement 
and elegance of the body.” 

She has also hand-painted 
clothes, scarves and china, 
with the Princess Royal own¬ 
ing 25 of her hand-painted 
silk scarves. 

Over the years, Jacquie has 


been Artist in Residence at 
the National Horse Racing 
Museum in Newmarket, and 
also appeared in a Channel 
4 series called Newmarket 
Woman. 

The artist used to do a lot 
of work in local schools, and 
last year was visited by a man 
who remembered her visit to 
his primary school. 

She said: “He was at Plym¬ 
outh University doing a film 
degree and he did a short 
film on me about my art. 

“He told me that he had 
never forgotten my visit and 
I had influenced and in¬ 
spired him, even years on. 

“It was very special.” 

And Jacquie, who has one 
daughter who is also an art¬ 
ist, would like to see New¬ 
market embrace more art in 
the town - both to give peo¬ 
ple somewhere to go and to 
give them more of a chance 
to love art. 

She said: “I would love to 
open a community art centre 
for everyone so they could 
come along and enjoy arts 
and crafts of all persuasions. 
I would like to put forward a 
concept that would bring art 
to the people. 

“All I need is a little support 
from the public to make this 
happen and if it does then 
everyone would benefit. 

“We could have all sorts 
- music, pottery, poetry, 
painting, writing, drawing, 
computer art. People could 
come along and try things 
out. Art is for everyone - it 
would be an artist collective 
for the community.” 

Jacquie hopes to exhibit 
again in Newmarket in the 
coming weeks.

A FORMER goalkeeper, 142 miles 
and almost £4,000 - an epic cy¬ 
cling challenge across the coun¬ 
try to raise money to help injured 
fan Simon Dobbin has come to 
an end. 

Former Cambridge United 
goalkeeper Danny Potter com¬ 
pleted a cycle ride from Abbey 
Road to Mansfield for the club’s 
last game of the season alongside 
U’s fan Neal Cannell and friend 
Brian Sutton. 

They took on a longer route 
than the 107 miles planned 
to support Simon Dobbin, of 
Mildenhall, who was attacked 
outside a pub while on the way 
the home from a Cambridge 
match at Southend last March 
and left with brain damage. 

His family is looking to raise 
£20,000 to help care for him 
and to make adaptations to 
their home after he returned to 
Mildenhall earlier this year. 

Danny, Neal and Brian arrived 
in Mansfield on Saturday after¬ 
noon to a warm welcome from 
fans.

He said: “It was really good, I 
really enjoyed the whole thing 
which I was surprised about. 

“The support I have had has 
been fantastic. We have absolute¬ 
ly smashed our £2,000 target. 

“I am surprised to an extent 
but the biggest supporters were 
the Cambridge United fans 
themselves. 

“They have had this story in 
their minds for more than a year 
and have donated throughout, 
yet they will still put their hands 
in their pockets to help.” 

He added: “I have seen this sto¬ 
ry and followed it from day one 
and I saw his family had brought 
him home but wanted to make 
some adaptations to their house. 

“This money will be given to 
them to hopefully make things a 
bit easier for his wife, Nicole.” 

Danny said that at one match 


alone, fans donated close to 
£1,000 for the ride. 

The goalkeeper, who played for 
the U’s between 2007 and 2010, 
was trained with the help of Revel 
Outdoors in Bury St Edmunds 
and used a specialist bike to 
make his ride a little more com¬ 
fortable. 

However, due to detours 
through villages, his route went 
from 107 miles up to 142 miles. 

He also had to battle steep in¬ 
clines along the way. 

“The second half of Friday was 
hard,” he said. 

“We climbed something like 
3,000 feet and it just seemed to 
keep going so it was the mental 
side that was really tough.” 

Danny also wanted to thank 
Gary Atyes, who organised the 
ride, Barry Benson, Robert Os¬ 
bourn, and Dan Cornwall, who 
paid for the team’s accommoda¬ 
tion throughout the cycle ride.

Speeders 
caught in 
Suffolk 

ALMOST 1,000 drivers were 
caught speeding in Suffolk in 
a safety campaign by Suffolk 
Police. 

Officers from the roads 
policing unit and vans from 
Suffolk SafeCam were 
deployed across the county to 
increase checks. 

In total, 942 drivers were 
caught speeding, with 839 
of them caught from camera 
activations. 

The other 103 offenders 
were caught by officers on 
patrol, with Traffic Offence 
Reports issued during the 
campaign last month. 

Chief Inspector Kris 
Barnard, head of the Suffolk 
Roads Policing Unit, said: 
"Speeding is recognised as 
one of the fatal four offences 
which leads to people being 
killed or seriously injured in a 
collision. We target these and 
other types of offences all year 
round but these campaigns 
allow us to raise awareness 
among drivers and explain the 
consequences of speeding. 

"Drivers should adjust their 
speed to suit the conditions 
on the road and be aware of 
hazards. 

"The higher your speed, the 
less time you have to react. 
Think - could you stop in 
time if something unexpected 
happened in front of you?"

Violence dropped after Dobbo attack 


THE vicious attack on Simon Dobbin marked a 
"turning point" in football violence, Cambridgeshire 
police have said. 

Cambridge United hooligans who terrorised 
matches in Cambridge are staying away now as 
police target trouble makers. 

Inspector Steve Kerridge, of the Cambridge 
City Safer Neighbourhoods Team, said that older 
football hooligans were seen to be "coming out of 
retirement" and wreaking havoc on the U's home 
and away matches. 

Police have cracked down, Insp Kerridge said, 
and have been working with CUFC to identify risk 


fans and stop them. But he said it was the attack on 
'an entirely innocent Mr Dobbin in Southend' that 
made many think twice about football hooliganism. 

Mr Dobbin was on his way to the railway station 
in Southend with a small group of Cambridge 
United fans when he was attacked by rival fans. 

"It showed the potential impact of that kind of 
behaviour," said Insp Kerridge. "People suddenly 
saw it could result in life-changing injuries, or 
worse." 

Dave Doggett, chairman of Cambridge United, 
said the number of hooligans had been "reduced to 
a handful".

A MOTHER whose son died in 
a horrific car crash has set up a 
sporting foundation in his mem¬ 
ory to provide free opportunities 
for children in Mildenhall to try 
sport. 

The Blerch Sporting Founda¬ 
tion was set up in memory of 
Christopher Merchant, of Folly 
Road in Mildenhall, known to 
many as ‘Blerch’, who died when 
he was passenger in a car in¬ 
volved in a head-on collision in 
Worlington last July 

He was 28. 

The crash also killed his friend, 
Matthew Grant, 24, of Churchill 
Drive in Mildenhall and the cou¬ 
ple in the other car, Helen and 
John Dyal, 75 and 77. 

Following the crash, his moth¬ 
er, Sue Eyes, said she was con¬ 
tacted by people from the com¬ 
munity who wanted to help with 
funeral costs or to help the fam¬ 
ily get back on their feet.

So Sue decided to set up a 
sporting charity to keep her son’s 
memory alive. 

Sue said: “Christopher was a 
great footballer and played all 
his life. He was a really big part 
of the Mildenhall community. 

“When we lost him it was aw¬ 
ful but the community support 
was amazing. They missed him 


as much as we did so they start¬ 
ed raising money. We wanted to 
give something back to them so 
only a few months later we set 
up the charity.” 

Sue said they knew from the 
start that it had to involve sport 
because Christopher loved sport 
so much. 

Christopher’s family decided 
the Blerch Sporting Foundation 
would offer children aged four to 
16 living in Mildenhall and the 
surrounding villages the chance 
to try up to six sessions of a sport 
of their choice for free. 

“Christopher loved sport,” Sue 
said. “Football he had done since 
he was a dot. He still played on 
the adult teams in Mildenhall. It 
had to be sport.” 

A family fun day will be held 
by the charity on Saturday, June 
4 on the Jubilee Field in Milden¬ 
hall to give people the chance to 
register their children and have 
a go at some of the sports the 
charity will be offering. 

Sports on offer on the day wiill 


include cricket, bowls, golf, foot¬ 
ball, netball, basketball and tae 
kwan do as well as others. 

They will also have riders and 
bikes from Mildenhall Speedway 
going, as well as cupcake deco¬ 
rating, a bouncy castle, a tug of 
war and even a pop up barbers. 

Sue hopes that the Blerch 
Sporting Foundation will see 
Christopher’s name live on in a 
town that he loved and was phe¬ 
nomenally popular in. 

She added: “I can’t go away 
with Christopher so I see this as 
his legacy and his name will live 
on. Maybe one day we will have 
a famous player come out of 
Mildenhall because of this and 
we can say it was down to Chris¬ 
topher.” 

The Blerch Sporting Founda¬ 
tion fun day will be held on the 
Jubilee Field in Mildenhall be¬ 
tween 12pm and 4pm on Satur¬ 
day, June 4.

And Bill Sadler, 80, has 
seen Newmarket trans¬ 
formed as he gets ready to 
mark 50 years as a councillor 
in the town. 

The Deputy Mayor first 
joined Newmarket town 
council in 1964 following 
a controversial decision to 
make Newmarket a London 
overspill site. 

Cllr Sadler first arrived in 
Newmarket to work as an 
engineer for the council be¬ 
fore hearing about the new 
plans for the town. 

He said: “London County 
Council, the District Council 
and Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil wanted to bring 3,000 
people here with no indus¬ 
try and I thought it wasn’t a 
good idea.” 

In his original election 
letter to voters, Cllr Sadler 
asked for their votes for his 
place on what was then the 



Newmarket Urban District 
Council. 

In it, he said: “I feel that 
a majority of the elector¬ 
ate share my view that the 
population of Newmarket 
should be allowed to grow 
naturally, without the intro¬ 
duction of London Overspill. 

“It is a folly to suppose that 
Overspill will solve the prob¬ 
lem.” 

He urged voters to go 
against the scheme, saying 
they wouldn’t have another 
opportunity to “prevent this 
disastrous mistake”. 

Since then, Cllr Sadler has 
seen many controversial de¬ 
cisions, including the demo¬ 
lition of a number of stables 
to make way for what is now 


The Guineas centre. 

“It was all racing stables 
around there from Iceland 
up to The Bushel and they 
were demolished. The coun¬ 
cil panicked and said if we 
were going to lose stables at 
this rate, we better do some¬ 
thing and that started off the 
horseracing land policy.” 

The policy states that land 
used for horseracing must 
stay for that use. 

Cllr Sadler has won and 
lost elections during his 
time, but said over all, his 
time on the county, district 
and town councils has ex¬ 
ceeded 50 years. 

Cllr Sadler added that he 
would not be standing for 
election again after his cur¬ 
rent term is over, but had en¬ 
joyed his time since he was 
first elected. 

“I have enjoyed most of 
my time,” he said. “It’s good 
fun really and it’s been my 
hobby for 50 years. 

“I have seen a lot of peo¬ 
ple come and go and a lot of 
changes in the town and the 
way the council is run.”

A WOMAN from Fordham with 
ME has urged people to be more 
aware of the “nightmare” disease 
which has changed her life. 

Sarah Slegg, 29, from Fordham, 
was diagnosed with ME (myalgic 
encephalomyelitis) three years 
ago after numerous visits to doc¬ 
tors. 

The condition affects everyone 
differently but can cause severe 
pain, debilitating fatigue and 
many other life changing issues. 

Sarah said: “ME changes your 
life. It’s not just being sick. 

“It’s going from being very ac¬ 
tive and independent to having 
no money and depending on my 
other half Justin to survive and 
not being able to do much. 

“That is the side of it that peo¬ 
ple don’t see. People just don’t 
get it.” 

Sarah had to give up her job as 
a community care worker after 
her diagnosis, with doctors first 
claiming her work had turned 
her into a hypochondriac. 


And she said that after her 
diagnosis, help didn’t improve 
and she was sent home with the 
name of the condition and noth¬ 
ing else. 

Sarah added: “I went home 
and was still not sure what it was. 
I started to do some research. 

“The hard thing for me was 
that they tell you you have ME 
and you’re left to fend for your¬ 
self. 

“There was no help or counsel¬ 
ling or support.” 

Sarah said she was lucky to 
have the support of her partner, 
Justin Turrell. 

She wants to raise awareness 
for the illness, and how it can af¬ 
fect everyone differently, and is 
now involved in a support group 
in the area.

R ESEARCH suggests that 26 per cent 
of car buyers think electric cars 
are more expensive to run than 
conventional combustion-engined cars, 
but that may not actually be the case. 
The study commissioned by Go Ultra 
Low revealed that the average annual 
maintenance costs for a petrol or diesel 
car are around £400 - as well as this 
essential work keeping the car off the 
road for two days. 

Yet the average annual servicing costs 
for an electric car come in at a more 
modest £94. With fewer moving parts 
and also fewer consumables such as 
engine oil and spark plugs, electric cars 
spend less time off the road. A previous 
study by Go Ultra Low also revealed that 
electric cars cost a sixth as much to run - 
2p per mile versus 12p - giving a saving 
of £750 based on 7,500 miles a year. 

Then we were set an even more frugal 
challenge; was it possible to enjoy a trip 
out, travelling by electric car, and spend 
less than a fiver? That's how we found 
ourselves cruising down the M5 towards 
Bristol in BMW's eye-catching i3 electric 
car. It's an intriguing prospect inside and 
out, looking like nothing else on the 
road and a project of the near future 
rather than now. 

With a fully charged battery costing 
less than £2, the i3 promised a range in

climate control - all taken care of. 

Thanks to its compact dimensions, 
parking was a cinch. Better still, charging 
points are popping up everywhere, with 
a number of stations dotted around the 
city and in major car parks allowing you 
to top up while you shop or enjoy some 
leisure time. We had enough charge 
remaining to go without. 

We went for the latter, taking a 
short walk across the centre to Bristol's 
intriguing M Shed. It's a museum 
packed with artefacts from Bristol's 
fascinating history, fittingly based in the 
harbour on account of the city's links 
with maritime trade. The children were 
more excited about seeing the Wallace 
and Gromit exhibits of course. Best of 
all, entry is free.

for our 40-mile journey. It's also up to 
you how you drive; in full Eco Pro mode 
the i3 will encourage you to keep your 
speed down in order to extend the 
range, but there's nothing to stop you 
from hurrying along at 70mph or more. 
The truth is the experience is more 
pleasurable at lower speeds, as the silent 
powertrain does its thing.

Kent dished out three successive 
heat maximums inside four races 
to power into an 18-4 lead as the 
visitors' resistance folded. 

Dan Halsey and Connor 
Mountain led the brief moments of 
respite with three shared races the 
best Mildenhall could muster. 

Mountain's defeat of Luke Bowen 
in heat 10 was the solitary highlight 
in an otherwise forgettable night that 


notched their third defeat in six days 
and their second tournament exit in 
15 days after Eastbourne knocked 
them out of the Knockout Cup. 

The Kings collected five more 
race maximums, delivering 
three consecutively at the end to 
complete the rout, as they sealed 
their path to the Trophy final. 

The reserves issue aside, with 
William O'Keefe the sole rider 
in King's absence and three 


more sidelined, it was another 
disappointing return from captain 
Connor Coles and Alfie Bowtell. 

Mildenhall's mood is unlikely 
to improve as they face reigning 
champions Birmingham at home on 
Sunday.

Linguistic is 
a contender 
for the Derby 

GODOLPHIN are set to have a 
third string to its Investec Derby 
team with Linguistic ready to 
enter the fray. 

Winner of a sales race at 
Newmarket on his reappearance, 
John Gosden's inmate was a fast¬ 
finishing second to Viren's Army in 
the Dee Stakes at Chester last week. 

With Jim Bolger's Moonlight 
Magic seemingly booking 
his place with a win in the 
Derrinstown Derby Trial and 
Andre Fabre's Cloth Of Stars 
likely to be supplemented after 
an impressive victory in the Prix 
Greffulhe, Sheikh Mohammed 
now has a strong Derby squad 
from out of seemingly nowhere. 

“John (Gosden) is quite keen (to 
supplement Linguistic)," said John 
Ferguson, chief executive and 
racing manager of Godolphin. 

"The colt ran a very nice race 
at Chester and he is a progressive 
type. 

"There has been a lot to digest 
over the last few days, but His 
Highness Sheikh Mohammed loves 
having runners in the Derby at 
Epsom, and he is greatly encouraged 
by the reports he is getting about his 
latest group of three-year-olds. 

"They will be monitored closely 
from this point, and we will also 
see now what happens at York." 

Meanwhile, the door to Galileo 
Gold possibly running in the 
Derby is to be left open until after 
the horse has run in the Tattersalls 
Irish 2,000 Guineas at the 
Curragh on Saturday week. 

Connections are set to keep the 
QIPCO 2000 Guineas hero in the 
premier Classic at the next forfeit 
stage, which is the day before his 
engagement in Ireland. 

The Derby appeared to be 
ruled out after discussions and 
pedigree tests suggested the Hugo 
Palmer-trained colt had little chance 
of staying the mile and a half. 

However, owners Al Shaqab 
Racing do not want to "shut the 
door completely". 

"We just want to leave all 
options open because you never 
know. If he happens to go to 
Ireland and win impressively, 
who knows?" said Harry Herbert, 
racing advisor for the owners. 

"Just to shut the door 
completely is not something 
Sheikh Joaan (of Al Shaqab) wants 
to do and that's absolutely fine. 

"I'm not saying he's going to 
run in the Derby. That's not going 
to happen unless lots of pieces of 
the jigsaw fall into place and even 
then he may not run." 
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
